Xow that tlie registration figures 
have been given out it is Interesting 
to note the tunny different' ntitlon- 
nlitlea which m> to make up the un- 
dergraduate body m' the University. 
{There are In all. iwenty-threc nutlon- 
iillties represented in the first year 
•done. 

These include Iroquois, .Italians, 
8011th Americans, Portuguese, Armen- 
ians, English. Scutch. Irish, ami. in 
fact, rtudents from almost every < i uar- 
ler of the globe. England, with a to- 
tal of sixty-eight, tops the l!.-t of for- 
eign countries In point of numbers, 
vhlle Switzerland, China, Austria and 
other countries have sent but one .-tu- 
dent to swell the numbers of this 
year's freshman class. 

The most remarkable feature "f the 



list published below, however, lies in 
the fact that the Canadian students are 
outnumbered by those from utlnr 

countries, According Id tile official 
figurés there are two hundred Can- 
adians and twn hundred and twelve 
foreigners registered in the first year. 
It is unlikely that tiny University In 
this or any other, country Inm such a 
Cosmopolitan character as this. The 
complete figures are as follows:

NOTED MEN COMING 
TO BROWN UNIVERSITY 

English University Professors 
Will Give Lectures Next 
Year 



Providence. <»ct. It, -Sir Waller Ra- 
leigh, since 1901 professor of Kngllsh 
literature at Oxford University, has ac- 
cepted an inviation to give four lectures 
on "Chaucer" at Brown University In 
1914-1915. Profonsor Raleigh, one ,,r 
the best known of Kngllslunen of let- 
ters, Is the author of works on Milton,

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Sports Day has come and gone without any trouble having 
^occurred between the students and police, and everyone, especially 
those at the head of affairs in the University, may now look for- 
ward to the remainder of the session with equanimity. The day of 
all days on which an encounter with the Montreal force might be 
expected, passed off quietly and without disturbance of any kind 
to the inhabitants of the city at least. 

-This is in pleasing contrast to what has happened in other 
years, and proves beyond all doubt that the blame for any previous 
battles with the police does riot rest entirely with the students, as 
might be inferred from reading the newspapers after any of those 
unfortunate occurrences. Yesterday, as usual, the freshmen and 
sophomores formed up and paraded back to the University 
grounds, and, except for a few yells and songs, did absolutely noth- 
ing to attract the attention of the guardians of law and order. This 
was, no doubt, due in part to the requests made at the grounds for 
an orderly parade, but even if this had not been done, it is doubtful 
the students would have done anything to warrant an attack by 
e police such as was made last year. 

This is the best indication that has so far been given of the 
new point of view held by the undergraduates on matters of this 
sort. The old feeling of antagonism towards the police force and 
trouble-making property owners, seems to have died down consider- 
ably, while a desire to prevent the name of McGill from being 
dragged in the mud by unscrupulous cub reporters is also apparent. 
Yesterday, the first and second years organized themselves for the 
. inevitable scrap at the M.A.A.A. grounds, and the results were 
startling to say the least. However, all the horse-play which took 
• place, was confined to the grounds and inconvenienced no one but 
the participants. The spirit of friendly rivalry which is always 
shown between the first two years, was in evidence throughout the 
afternoon but no ill-feeling was shown. Taking everything into 
consideration, it was one of the most successful Sports Days in the 
. history of the University and set a precedent which will be difficult 
to follow in years to come.

The follonvlnir letter was received »t 
the McGill Dally office yesterday af- 
ternoon: — 

To the Editor of the Daily,— 

1 trespass on your space to suggest 
that it would be well if some authori- 
tative statement could be published in 
regsni to the Gage «natter and the 
stand taken by the McGill officiate in 
regard to his playing with the "Varsity 
team. 1 feel certain that newspaper 
reports to date must have misrepres- 
ented their attitude. For, consider 
the following statements which have 
appeared In the local 'press. 

Prior iic» last Saturday's game* the 
local papers stated that the McGill ex- 
ecutive had decided to protest Gage, as 
he had played professional baseball, 
ami added that the executive was in 
xn mmnntc at ton- with - the -officials— of 
the RJ4.C Club to find out if they 
would take a similar stand. These re- 
ports were also careful to point out 
that the-McGUl executive were not ac- 
tuated Iby any desire to cripple the 
"Varsity .team by depriving It of a star 
flying wing, but were forced to protest 
Gage In order to protect some of their 
own players who participate in other 
aports. If l remember rightly the re- 
ports stated that MoGIII could not al- 
low Gage to play because, by his do- 
ing so, the amateur standing of George 
Draper, a swimmer, and or George 
Lalns, a tennis player, (to say nothing 
of the rest of the team), would be jeo- 
pardized. Having played with or 
against a professional, there would be 
danger of these two men 'being de- 
barred from competition in the sports 
In which they respectively excel. Mc- 
Gill was represented us saying In ef- 
fect. "We must keep Gage out of the 
game to protect the amateur stand- 
ing of our players. 1 ' 

Contrast this attitude with that at- 
tributed to the McGill executive by 
the local press since lust Saturday's 
games, when Gage lined up with To- 
ronto. Briefly stated It Is this: "Mc- 
Gill has decided not to protest Gage, 
as, apparently. Varsity 1» crippled by 
the injuries of several men already, 
and there is no need to deprive them 
also of Oage. Judging rrom last week's 
results we can beat them. Gage or no 
Gage, so wo Will pass up that protest." 

I am not stating that this Is the po- 
sition of the McGill executive; on the 
contrary, j feel sure It Is not. But It 
Is the stand which reports in the local 
papers, however erroneous, indicate 
them to have taken. 

It seems to me that there Is only one 
way to look at the matter. If Gage Is 
really a professional, nccordlng to the 
somewhat sitrlct definition of athletic 
law In Ontario, ho should not lie al- 
lowed to play, not only to protect our 
players, but for the equally logical 
reason that the rules should be enforc- 
ed. If he Is not a professional and 
there Is no cause for protest then an- 
nounce the fact. Hut above every- 
thing else do not let anyone get away 
with the Idea that the McGill officials 
decide as to the protesting of a player 
on grounds of expediency, objecting 
when It seems that his disqualification 
would help their chances and acquies- 
cing to his appearance when thev" be- 
lieve that through Injuries to other 
players on the snine team it would not 
materially affect the result of the 
game. 

In closing, I would say that I am not 
writing this In any spirit of criticism 
of the McGill officials, but, because, 
on reading local newspaper reports, 1 
feel ithat the McGill view point has 
been misrepresented and desire to 
bring the matter to the attention of 
those who can set football followers 
right on the matter.
